IN PERSPECTIVE

When First District voters go to the polls November 
5, they will have a choice in the race for Congress between 
two intelligen pleasant and successful individuals. The race 
includes a third party candidate but we do not intend to 
discuss that matter here. 
The cho ice o n the Demo cra tic a nd Republica n tickets 
will be between Rep. Ro bert Denney a nd fo rmer Rep. tla ir 
La lla n. There a re sha ding s the v o ter co uld co nsider in the 
philo so phies o f the two men but the ba sic cho ice is between 
co nserv a tism o n (he pa rt o f Denney a nd |>ro g ressiv ism o n 
the pa rt o f La lla n. 
The Denney record is not without its bright spots but 
it is replete, too, with a fundamcutal dedication to reduced 
spending, local controls and international isolationalism. 


★ 
Such things as reduced spending and l o c a l controls, 
perhaps even i.siJationalism, may appeal to you at first 
but they deserve more than a passing glance. If we reduce 
spending, how are we to meet the need for social improve­ 
ment programs, for expanded conservation, for better farm 
income, etc? 
Dennev’s voting record contains support of a number of 
program's at the'time of final voting on the measure. But 
it also contains support in preliminary stages of one crippling 
amendment after another. 
Denney ha s sho wn o ppo sitio n to v irtua lly ev ery g o v ern­ 
ment pro g ra m o l substa nce there is a t so me po int o r o ther 
a lo ng the line, including co nserv a tio n, educa tio n, a nti-po v erty 
a nd civ il rig hts pro g ra ms. 
Earlier this year, Denney received a 93 per cent rating 
of 
approval 
by 
the 
ultra-conservative 
Americans 
for 
Lonstitutional Action. Even Third District Rep. David Martin, 
considered one of the most conservative men in Congress, 
received only a 91 per cent rating. 


★ 
Denney has been a critic of the U.S. Supreme Court, 
for legislating to weaken and reverse the court in important 
areas of Immaa rights and a loud voice foi 
law and 
order.” llis attitude demonstrates a greater faith in discipline 
than in freedom. 
Internationally, he has been one of the strongest hawks 
in Congress Again, he demonstrates much more confidence 
in the strength of might and military force than in diplomacy, 
good will or mteriiational detente. 
Further, the Denney record shows no success in several 
areas that are vital to the concern of Nebraska. He has 
been of virtually no assistance in increased farm price 
support funds or loan funds for rural electrification. 
lie deno unces a dminislra tio n fa rm pro g ra ms but o ffers 
no co nstructiv e a lterna tiv es. He ca lls fo r increa sed Depa rt­ 
ment o f Ag riculture suppo rt o f fa rm prices when funds 
fo r such a purpo se a re una v a ila ble a nd when he ha s co n­ 
sistently v o ted a g a inst spending a t the federa l lev el. 


★ 
We would judge Denney to have been moderately suc­ 
cessful in working for programs of specific concern to his 
district. However, we would judge his success here to be 
less than that experienced by Callan when he was in 
Congress. 
In further co ntra st, La lla n is dedica ted to the principle 
tha t the peo ple, wo rking thro ug h a nd with their g o v ernment, 
wa nt to a nd a re willing to suppo rt tho se pro g ra ms a imed 
a t co rrectio n o f the so cia l a nd eco no mic injustices tha t 
ex ists in the na tio n. 
Further, Callan believes that no nation can find peace 
in the worla in direct proportion to the military muscle 
it can flex. The voter who supports Denney will be voting 
for stagnation and international conflict while the voter 
who 
supports 
Callan 
will 
be 
supporting 
compassion, 
understanding, progress and international accord.

Maryland Gov. Spiro T. Agnew con­ 
tinues to be the albatross around Richard 
Nixon’s neck that it was suspected he would 
be. In one of his latest public statements, 
he said that as a matter of “ principle and 
practice” he disapproves of even the mild­ 
est forms of civil disobedience. 
Boycotts, marches and other forms of 
protest would be out if Agnew had his way. 
Such a society would be a quiet and peace­ 
ful one in which to live but it could also be 
a stagnant and unjust society. The plain 
fact is that civil disobedience has served 
some noteworthy causes in this nation in 
the past decade. 
It is highly doubtful that the civil rights 
movement would have made any progress 
without civil disobedience. Along with civil 
rights has come a greater effort toward 
elimination of inequality on ether grounds 
such as poverty and ignorance. 


The same kind of protest against so­ 
ciety and the government has produced the 
current climate of disenchantment with the 
war in Vietnam and with the draft. Obvious­ 
ly, there are times when civil disobedience 
is the course of honor and progress. 


Of course, civil disobedience can be 
abused but this is not what we are talking 
about and not what Governor Agnew was 
talking about. To say there is no room in 
this nation for the formidable and unortho­ 
dox dissenter is to disavow our heritage 
and a prized part of our individual freedom. 


Again, w'hat .Agnew demonstrates is a 
nearly total lack of understanding of the 
human challenges which face the nation and 
a blind devotion to the status quo. As such, 
he is much more of a liability to his ticket 
than an asset.

Extremism can take many forms. It 
is seen in the hatred of white man toward 
black man. It is seen in the eyes of hecklers 
who refuse to let presidential candidates 
speak. It is seen in the John Birch Society 
and the New Left. But there seems to be a 
new form of extremism developing in this 
country: black against black. 
It is becoming more and more difficult 
for the moderate black to function. The 
extremist black doesn’t like it, and “ Uncle 
Tom” is the phrase most frequently used 
to characterize the moderate black. 
For example, look what’s happening 
in Pittsburgh. A group of black women is 
trying to re-open a family planning center 
in its neighborhood, but is being resisted by 
a militant black’s w^arning that he’ll take 
to the streets to keep it closed. Why? be­ 
cause the militant and his followers say 
the clinic is planning “ black genocide.” 


They claim the clinic treats black 
women with less dignity and respect thai 
white women (this much may be true). 
But they add that the federal government 
has set up such clinics in ghetto areas to 
deliberately keep the black birth rate as 
low as possible. “ The idea,” they say, “ is 
to make less niggers so they won’t have 
to build houses for them.” 
“ Our birth rate,” they add, “ is the only 
thing we have. If we keep on producing, 
they’re either going to have to kill us or 
grant us full citizenship.” 
The women say they’re not afraid and 
will try to re-open the clinic. They are 
right in trying to do so. But the sad thing 
is that black people in this country have 
enough trouble without having to be threat­ 
ened by militants every time they try to 
move forward in our—all of us, blacks’ and 
whites’—society.

New York —The Museum of Primitive 
Art here seldom flops, and I do nut go 
so tar as to say that it has flopped in 
its current exhibition, called ".African and 
Afro-American 
.Art: 
The 
Transatlantic 
Tradition.’’ But the show is a failure, even 
though It is a failure interesting enough 
lo be worth a visit. A'ou may not be able 
to figure out exactly what the show does 
to demonstrate the point it intends to make, 
but in the process ot being iruslraled one 
will see some excellent exanqiles of African 
sculpture. 
You 
are 
told 
what 
the 
intended 
demonstration is by the show’s title. .And 
by 
assiduous 
attention 
lo 
s e v e r a l 
explanatory placards {xjsted here and there 
y ou can learn further that y ou are looking 
at objects illustrating direct links between 
the traditional arts of five major West 
African civilizations and Negro art in North 
and South America. The idea is that we 
must get over our habit of thinking of 
.African art as something complete and self- 
enclosed within the vanished or diluted 
tribal cultures of that continent 
Primarily , the exhibition disappoints 
because one expects it to be a revelation. 
Surely it is not much of a surprise to 
any one that in Cuba. Haiti and Brazil there 
are strong African traditions in the popular 
arts; 
traditions 
that 
every body 
knows 
through their surfacing in such mutations 
as the singing, dancing and costuming of 


the wonderful early Carmen Miranda, or 
has heard of as underground manifestations 
in voo-doo rituals. In North .America, when 
y ou get into the .African origins of J azz, 
the Blues, and Spirituals, y ou arc in an 
area marked equally by p a s s i o n a t e 
scholarly disputes and thoughtle.ss general 
acceptance. We have gone a bit off the 
track here, however, since the exhibition 
is not concerned with the contribution of 
African traditions to our culture but with 
such direct continuations of African art, 
primarily sculpture, as can be discovered. 
The subject is. at the very least, a 
limited one. hardly large enough to sustain 
a major show, as is indicated by the largo 
number of (very fine) .African and the \ ery 
small number of .Afro-.American examples. 
A half dozen .African pieces are conmared 
with a single transatlantic cousin, without 
making an additional point, .And although 
the collection does prove that there has 
‘been a certain amount of surprisingly direci 
continuation where y ou might have ex­ 
pected none, it cannot but show 
le 
same time that this certain amount has 
been very small and 
(one cannot 
iiclp 
thinking) of little conseiiuence in com­ 
parison w'ith the great imporly nce of the 
absorbed Africanisms that have given our 
culture a flavor that ditterenliate.s it from 
Europe’s. For examolc. it docs nut seem 
remarkal)le to me that in 17 53 slaves in 
Virginia carved a drum in pure tribal sty le. 
One makes any expression of disap­ 
pointment timorously , since a touchy situat- 


tion is involved. The show keeps edging 
away from an objective investigation of its 
subject and becomes affected by the emo­ 
tionalism inherent in any project that might 
be seen as a contribution to the rehabili­ 
tation of a 
t r a g i c a l l y abused race 
through a 
rehabilitation of a neglected 
aspect of its art. To whatever degree this 
rehabilitation is effected by the exhibition, 
so much to the good. But the subject is 
pci’ipheral to the main question. 


'File truest rehabilitation w-ould come 
through 
general 
recognition 
of 
t h e 
inconsistency that although the Negro in 
.America was forcibly degraded, his arts 
were 
spontaneously 
a d o p t e d 
for 
crossbi'eeding with our own — and the arts 
are, of course, the highest expression of 
a civilization. People who think they cannot 
abide the thought of a racial mixture have 
b mn living with it all their lives as a 
iuitural fact of our culture — and this 
is a very intimate association. 


Perhaps the confusions 
apparent 
in 
these comments so far are the result of 
the exhibition’s really deplorable presenta­ 
tion of its thesis. 
It is olten a real puzzle to c o n n e c t 
the labels and placards with the ohjocts 
thev eoneern and the wTitten material takes 
loi- granted a 
preliminary acquaintance 
with the subjeiJ that the audience just 
doesn’t iiave. 
Even so, 1 think this is an exhibition 
one will want to sec.
